EARLY  DAYS  OF  ANTI-VIVISECTION 
I.  Miss  Cobbk 

"The  Nine  Circles  of  the  Hell  of  the  Innocent  de- 
scribed from  the  Reports  of  the  Presiding  Spirits."1 

This  book  of  163  pages  with  the  foregoing  title 
was  published  in  London  in  1892.  The  title  page 
also  reads  "compiled  by  [Mrs.]  G.  M.  Rhodes  with 
Preface  by  Prances  Power  Cobbe." 

In  it  there  were  described  various  alleged  cruelties 
classified  in  nine  sections.  Hence  the  sulphurous 
title,  after  Dante — and  a  long  way  after.  Miss  Cobbe 
in  the  preface  (page  viii)  says,  "Nothing  has  been 
inserted  save  verbatim  extracts  with  reference  in  most 
cases  from  the  actual  reports  of  the  vivisectors  them- 
selves, as  published  in  their  own  books  and  in  the 
scientific  journals,  or  abridgements  of  the  same." 

On  reading  it,  Mr.  (later  Sir  Victor)  Horsley 
found  twenty  cases  including  some  of  his  own  in 
which  all  mention  of  anesthetics  was  omitted,  in  spite 
of  the  fact  that  in  every  one  of  these  twenty  cases  it 
was  distinctly  stated  in  the  original  papers  that  the 
animal  or  animals  had  been  anesthetized. 

On  October  25,  1892,  Mr.  Horsley  made  these  facts 
public  in  a  letter  to  the  London  Times.  In  conse- 
quence of  the  exposure  of  these  absolutely  false  state- 
ments the  book  was  withdrawn.  A  "Second  Revised 
Edition"  with  an  introduction  and  reply  by  Dr.  Ed- 
ward Berdoe,  F.R.C.S.,  was  issued  in  the  following 
year. 

In  the  reply  Dr.  Berdoe  takes  up  each  of  these 
twenty  cases,  quoting  first  the  "objection"  and  then 
the  "answer."  These  answers  in  a  number  of  cases 
said  that  the  statement  of  the  administration  of 
anesthesia  had  been  "overlooked."    In  other  cases  he

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WHAT  IS  VIVISECTION? 

Vivisection  means  literally  "cutting  up  alive," 
or  experimentation  upon  living  creatures  by 
means  of  ligatures,  inoculation,  the  administra- 
tion of  drugs,  etc. 


Why  Anti- Vivisection  Societies?

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THE  PRAYER  OF  THE  HORSE        |^ 

-,TO  THEE,  MY  MASTER,  I  offer  my  prayer; 
Feed,  water  and  care  for  me;  and  when  the 
day's  work  is  done,  Provide  me  with  shelter 
and  a  clean,  dry  bed.  Always  be  kind  to  me. 
Pet  me  sometimes  that  I  may  serve  you  the 
more  gladly  and  learn  to  love  you.  Do  not 
jerk  the  reins,  and  do  not  whip  me  when  going  up  hill.  Never 
strike,  beat  or  kick  me  when  I  do  not  understand  what  you 
want;  but  give  me  a  chance  to  understand  you.  Watch  me  and 
if  I  fail  to  do  your  bidding  see  if  something  is  not  wrong  to  pre- 
vent me  from  obeying. 

Do  not  overload  me,  or  hitch  me  where  water  will  drip  on 
me.  Keep  me  well  shod.  Examine  my  teeth  when  I  do  not 
eat;  I  may  have  an  ulcerated  tooth,  and  that  you  know  is  very 
painful.  Do  not  tie  nor  check  my  head  in  an  unnatural  position 
nor  take  away  my  best  defense  against  flies  and  mosquitoes  by 
cutting  off  my  mane  or  tail. 

I  cannot  tell  you  when  I  am  thirsty;  so  give  me  clean,  cool 
water  often.  I  cannot  tell  you  in  words  when  I  am  sick;  so 
watch  me,  and  by  signs  you  may  know  my  condition.  Give  me 
all  possible  shelter  from  the  hot  sun;  and  put  a  blanket  on  me, 
not  when  I  am  working,  but  when  I  am  standing  in  the  cold. 
Never  put  a  frosty  bit  in  my  mouth;  first  warm  it  by  holding  it 
a  moment  in  your  hands. 

I  try  to  carry  you  and  your  burdens  without  a  murmur,  and 
wait  patiently  for  you  long  hours  of  the  day  or  night.  With- 
out the  power  to  choose  my  shoes  or  path,  I  sometimes  fall  on 
hard  pavements,  which  I  have  often  prayed  might  be  of  such  a 
nature  as  to  give  a  safe  and  sure  footing  and  I  must  be  ready  at 
any  moment  to  lose  my  life  in  your  service. 

And  finally,  O,  MY  MASTER,  when  my  useful  strength  is 
gone,  do  not  turn  me  out  to  starve  or  freeze,  nor  sell  me  to 
some  brute,  to  be  slowly  tortured  and  starved  to  death;  but  do 
Thou,  My  Master,  take  my  life  in  the  kindest  way,  and  your 
God  will  reward  you  HERE  and  HEREAFTER. 

Above  and  beyond  all  things  else  I  beseech  of  you  MY 
MASTER,  when  I  am  no  longer  able  to  render  you  the  smallest 
service,  I  pray  that  I  may  be  spared  the  torture  of  the  brutal 
experimenter.  Send  me  to  my  grave  if  you  will,  but  spare  me 
the  tortures  of  the  biological  laboratory,  the  fiendish  work  of 
the  vivisector,  and  the  heartless  operations  of  the  serum  fiend. 

If  you  expect  a  heaven  hereafter,  do  not  consign  me  to  the 
hell  of  serumizing  satans  who  in  the  process  of  attenuating  the 
most  frightful  and  loathsome  diseases  cause  me  to  suffer  the 
agonies  of  arthritis,  endocarditis,  and  septicemia.  And  please, 
in  the  name  of  your  creator  and  mine,  stop  appropriating  public 
money  with  which  to  pay  for  my  torture  and  suffering  in  the 
name  of  a  false  and  misleading  theory  which  is  neither  scientific 
nor  humane,  remembering  the  declaration,  "INASMUCH  AS 
YE  DID  IT  UNTO  ONE  OF  THE  LEAST,  YE  DID  IT  UNTO 
ME,"  saith  the  kindest  in  all  history.  AMEN.

LETTER  FROM  PERCIVAL  P.  BAXTER,  GOVERNOR 

OF  MAINE 

Office  of  the  Governor 

October  13th,  1921. 
My  Dear  Mr.  Baynes : 

I  received  your  letter  of  October  6,  requesting  me  to  reconsider 
my  position  on  the  vivisection  question.  I  cannot  accede  to  your  re- 
quest, as  I  am  unalterably  opposed  to  vivisection,  and  hope  that  in 
your  lectures  which  you  are  to  give  you  will  include  my  name  among 
those  opposed  to  what  I  consider  a  great  wrong.  Do  not  spare  me 
in  any  way,  for  I  desire  your  audiences  to  know  just  how  I  stand. 

If  you  are  willing  to  tell  your  audiences  the  reason  for  my  posi- 
tion I  ask  you  to  read  the  following,  entitled,  "A  Spiritual  Appeal," 
by  the  Hon.  Stephen  Coleridge : — 

"I  desire  to  say  a  word  to  my  fellow-countrymen  on  the  eve  of 
the  struggle  in  Parliament  to  free  dogs  from  vivisection. 

"Let  us  concede  to  our  opponents  their  highest  claims ;  let  us 
admit  that  by  their  vivisection  of  dogs  they  may  indeed  alleviate 
human  pains,  and  even  perhaps  prolong  human  life ;  our  answer  is 
simply  this :  What  man,  fit  to  be  named  among  the  clean  and  de- 
cent, let  alone  the  noble  and  courageous,  would  willingly  and  con- 
sciously gain  alleviation  of  pain,  or  even  life  itself,  by  the  pitiless 
torture  of  the  dog  that  loves  and  trusts  him? 

"Who  will  confute  us  in  this  before  the  conscience  of  mankind? 
Is  the  ladder  to  a  better  world  to  be  climbed  on  rungs  of  animal 
torment? 

"Never  was  a  simpler  issue.  On  one  side  are  promises  entirely 
carnal  and  physical.  We  need  not  discuss  whether  these  promises 
be  false  or  true ;  they  touch  nothing  but  the  human  body,  its  flesh 
and  its  bone,  its  trunk  and  its  stomach. 

"On  the  other  side  are  ranged  the  heart  and  conscience  and 
soul  and  the  whole  spiritual  well-being  of  men. 

"The  appeal  is  to  fear  and  selfishness  on  one  side  and  to  the 
glory  of  the  spirit  of  mercy  and  pitifulness  that  is  at  the  core  of 
Christianity  on  the  other.

SHALL  WE  ENCOURAGE  IT? 


In  his  "Handbook  of  Physioh >gy"  Austin  Flint,  .1905,  page  373, 
says: 

"If  the  abdomen  of  a  dog,  perfectly  quiet  end  not  under  the  in- 
fluence of  an  anaesthetic,  is  opened  and  a  portion  uf  the  liver  excised, 
rinsed  in  cold  water,  and  rapidly  cut  up  into  boiling  water,  the  extract 
will  show  no  reaction  with  Fehling's  test  for  sugar." 

Ibid,  Page  142: 

"30  to  35  days  may  be  taken  as  the.  average  duration  of  life  in 
dogs  deprived  entirely  of  food  and  water." 

Ibid,  Page  374: 

"In  performing  the  operation  (cutting  the  liver)  on  a  rabbit,  the 
head  of  the  animal  is  firmly  held  in  the  left  hand,  and  the  skull  is  pene- 
trated in  the  median  line,  just  behind  the  superior  occipital  protu- 
berance*** Once  within  the  cranium,  the  instrument  is  passed  ob- 
liquely downward  and  forward,  so  as  to  cross  an  imaginary  line 
drawn  between  the  two  auditory  canals  until  its  point  reaches  the 
basilar  process  of  the  occipital  bone.  The  point  then  penetrates  the 
medulla  oblongata,  between  the  roots  of  the  auditory  nerves  and  the 
pneumogastrics,  and  its  projection  serves  to  protect  the  nervous 
centre  from  more  serious  injury  from  the  cutting  edge.  This  experi- 
ment is  almost  painless,  and  it  is  not  desirable  to  administer  an  anaes- 
thetic, as  this,  in  itself,  would  disturb  the  glycogenic  process." 

Ibid,  Page  375: 

"Anaesthetics  should  be  avoided  in  experiments  on  glycogenic 
action."     (Liver  Operations.) 

"Kirke's  Handbook  of  Physiology,"  1908,  page.  173,  textbook  at 
Cornell  University: 

"He  (Paul  Bert)  grafted  the  tip  of  a  rat's  tail  either  to  the  back 
of  the  same  rat,  or  to  the  nose  of  another.  When  union  had  been 
effected,  the  tail  was  amputated  near  its  base.  After  a  time,  irritation 
of  the  end  of  the  trunk-like  appendage  on  the  back  or  hose  of  the  rat 
gave  rise  to  sensation.  The  impulse  thus  passed  from  the  base  to  tip, 
instead  of  from  tip  to  base,  as  formerly.  This  experiment  does  not, 
however,  prove  the  point  at  all  ;***  Exactly  the  same  objection  holds 
to  another  series  of  experiments  in  which  the  motor  and  sensory 
nerves  of   the  tongue  were   divided    and   united    crosswise.      Though

WHEN  the  Germ  Theorist  asserts  that  Pneumonia,  Tuberculosis,  Diph- 
theria, Typhoid  Fever  and  Meningitis  are  caused  by  germs,  and  the 
Bio-Chemic  Theorist  declares  that  germs  have  nothing  to  do  with 
the  causation  of  the  above  named  diseases,  then  it  is  time  for  citizens  to 
examine  the  foundation  of  each  theory,  and  support  the  one  which  appeals 
more  strongly  to  their  hard,  common  sense. 

Bacteriology  vs.  Analytical  Chemistry 

The  study  and  classification  of  germs  belong  to  the  science  of  Bac- 
teriology, and  as  this  science  was  placed  on  a  practical  basis  only  about 
the  year  1880.  it  is  in  age  only  an  infant  with  an  infant's  vagaries  and 
illusions.  Analytical  Chemistry  is  a  more  exact  science  than  Bacteriology; 
its  history  extends  over  centuries. 

Foundation  of  the  Germ  Theory 

"And  the  rain  descended,  and  the  floods  came,  and  the  winds  blew, 
and  beat  upon  the  house  that  was  founded  on  sand,  and  it  fell,  and  great 
was  the  fall  thereof." — The  Book. 

The  two  main  points  upon  which  the  Germ  Theory  is  founded  are: 
(1)  the  presence  of  different  germs  with  different  diseases;  (2)  that  disease 
follows  the  hypodermic  injection  of  germs  beneath  the  skin  of  small  animals. 
( Some  tests  have  been  made  on  human  beings,  but.  as  the  germs  were  not 
used  scientifically,  the  result  was  not  conclusive. ) 

If  you  ask  when  Germs  first  appear  no  answer  is  given. 

If  you  ask  the  Germ  Theorist  to  point  out  the  relation  between  inject- 
ing Germs  in  small  animals  and  giving  human  beings  the  same  Germs  in 
food  or  drink,  they  have  to  admit  that  these  are  two  distinct  procedures 
with  practically  no  relationship.

WHAT  Would  Have  Happened  if  He  Had  Not  Met  an  Osteopath? 
Signaller  Tom  Skeyhill  does  not  like  to  reflect  upon  what  Would  have 
happened!

Is  not  the  astonishing  technique  of  the  up-to-date  surgeon, 
whose  blade  is  in  ready  service  to  cut  off  and  cut  out,  gained  on 
living  laboratory  subjects?  And  are  not  drugs  on  which  medical 
practice  so  largely  depends  laboratory  -  brewed  and  laboratory- 
tested?—  these  serums  the  study  of  which  holds  the  fascinated 
experimenter  in  his  torment-chamber  and  retards  true  progress 
because  diverting  attention  from  wiser,  more   rational  methods. 

Just  how  much  difference  is  there  between  him  who  inflicts 
and  us  who  make  use  of  results  of  the  barbarous  system  we 
strive  to  expose  and  abolish? 

What  better  way  can  we  find  to  help  vivisectible  animals 
than  to  show  forth  the  paucity  of  results,  the  failures  and  dan- 
gers incident  to  the  systems  for  whose  sake  alone  the  Laborator- 
ies are  maintained  in  full  operation.

The  Question  of  Pain 

First  of  all  let  me  say:  We  have  to  depend 
entirely  upon  the  statements  made  by  vivisectors 
themselves  for  our  material,  and  if  we  quote 
"brutalities,"  if  we  quote  "tortures,"  we  simply 
quote  what  we  find  in  the  vivisectors'  own  pub- 
lications; therefore,  so  far  from  the  statements

Well,  supposing  then  we  turn  from  anti-vivi- 
section literature  and  put  vivisectors  themselves 
into  the  witness-box.

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VIVISECTION  versus  CIVILIZATION 

The  word  "civilized"  was  originally  used  to  describe  people 
who  lived  in  a  permanent  settlement,  such  as  a  city  or  village,    Cf -C  (J 
surrounded  by  agricultural  and  grazing  lands.   This  distinguished 
them  from  nomads,  people  who  travelled- from  one  temporary  camp  to 
another,  living  by  hunting,  fishing  and  the  seasonal  harvesting  of 
edible  fruits,  nuts  and  vegetation,  with  perhaps  a  herd  or  flock 
of  roughly  domesticated  animals.   People  in  permanent  settlements 
were  called  "civilized"  and  all  others  were  called  "uncivilized". 
The  word  can  still  be  used  in  this  sense,  although  at  present  there 
are  very  few  nomads  left  in  the  world  and  a  comparison  between  them 
and  the  city-dwellers  is  not  called  for  very  often. 

In  modern  usage,  thoughts  and  writings  about  civilization  deal 
very  much  with  "degrees  of  civilization".   That  is  to  say,  we 
compare  one  group  or  nation  of  people  with  another,  or  we  compare 
a  group  or  nation  at  a  certain  date  or  period  of  its  history  with 
the  same  group  or  nation  at  an  earlier  or  later  date  or  period, - 
but  everybody  being  compared  is  a  dweller  in  permanent  abodes  in 
or  politically  attached  to  cities  and  towns.   This  is  the  most 
frequent  modern  use  of  "civilized"  and  its  derivatives,  but  quite 
often  that  use  is  thoroughly  careless  and  confused. 

Assuming  all  people  under  discussion  are  possessed  of  cities, 
no  progress  can  be  made  on  the  matter  of  degrees  of  civilization  by 
comparing  the  size  or  number  of  cities.   Such  a  comparison  would 
make  Soviet  Russia  and  China  more  civilized  than  Switzerland,  London 
more  civilized  than  Oxford,  and  South  Africa  more  civilized  than 
Utah.
